ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
for the Ross Ambulance Service.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


It is my pleasure to write my second annual report to the citizens of the 
Landaff School District. 


The White Mountains School Administrative Unit #35 welcomed Lewis J. 
Mello as our new Business Administrator and Kevin T. Eckerman as our new Director 
of Special Education. 


One of our continuing goals is to provide positive collaborative services to our 
six school districts at a reduction in costs. 


This year our new Pride Program (Positive Reinforcement of Individuals 
Disabled Emotionally) was introduced to provide special education services for ten to 
fourteen year old students within this SAU. If a school district needs this service the 
cost is $9,000 per student instead of the $21,000 tuition plus transportation costs to 
send a student of the district for placement. The Pride Program is one example of 
what SAU #35 is seeking to accomplish. 


I am pleased to report that the 1994-95 SAU #35 budget was increased by two 
percent, but the actual dollar cost share to your school was reduced.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL EDUCATION 


I am pleased to write this my first annual report to the citizens of the Landaff School 
District. During my brief time with SAU #35 I have encountered dedicated 
professionals supported by towns committed to quality education for all of their 
children. 


One of my first tasks was to respond to the Onsite Evaluation Report. A team of 
special education professionals from throughout New Hampshire visited the SAU #35 
Schools on October 20-21, 1993, to review the special education programs and services 
offered by the Districts. The Districts were commended for: administrative support for 
special education; support, enthusiasm and cooperation from parents; and a dedicated 
and caring staff who work together to meet the needs of all children. 
Recommendations for improvement included employment of a full-time Director of 
Special Education, a position supported by you, and the development of an SAU policy 
and procedures manual! for all staff. The manual is currently in development and will 
be available in the spring. Based on the recommendation of the visiting team and the 
response of the Districts, the Commissioner of Education granted approval of SAU #35 
Special Education Programs for the next three years, the maximum length of 
approval. 


Special Education is in the midst of renewal. The Education of the Handicapped Act 
(EHA), PL 94-142, was enacted by Congress in 1975. EHA opened the doors of public 
schools to all students including those with disabilities. School Districts have 
struggled to implement the law with professional diligence. In 1990 Congress amended 
PL 94-142 and enacted the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA). As the 
title suggests schools now are developing programs for students, all students, 
including those with disabilities. They are students first, with disabilities second. 


SAU #385 Districts are well on their way to including all students in their 
neighborhood schools. The benefits of these efforts are not reserved just for students 
with disabilities. Inclusive schools are characterized by community participation, 
shared decision making, coordination of resources, and educational opportunities for 
all students. Working together to realize this ideal, our schools will truly build 
communities where everyone belongs, is able to learn, and is valued for what they 
contribute. It is with the greatest of expectations that I look forward to working with 
you to realize this goal.
